ASQUITH AVOIDS QUIZ 


Premier Declines to Discuss En- 
gland’s Terms on Ending of 
the War.

PETROGRAD, June 3#.—An imperial 
rescript was issued today in connection 
with the formation of the Russian 
board of Military Supplies. After ex- 
pressing an unshakable assurance in 
the brilliant future of the Russian peo- 
ples, Emperor Nicholas proceeds: 

“A prolonged war calls ever for fresh 
efforts, but surmounting the growing 
difficulties and parrying the vicissitudes 
which are inevitable in war, let us 
strengthen our hearts, resolved to carry 
on the struggle with the help of God to 
a complete triumph of Russian arms. 

“The enemy must be crushed, for 
without that, peace is impossible. 

“With firm faith in the inexhaustible 
strength of Russia, I expect the gov- 
ernmental and public institutions of 
Russian industry and all the faithful 
sons .of the Fatherland, without dis- 
tinction of ideas or classes, will work 
together in harmony to satisfy the 
needs Of our valiant army. 

“This is the only and henceforth the 
national problem to which must be di- 
rected all thoughts of united Russia, 
invineible in her unity.” 
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Peace Propaganda Threatens to Split 
Socialists. 

BERLIN, June 30.—Among the items 
siven out by the Overseas News Agen- 
cy today was the following: 

The Socialistic leader, Dr. Kolb, has 
published a pamphlet in which he says 
the Socialistic party is at the parting 
of.the ways. He declares the war has 
tied “a new band around the whole 
German people and the monarchy. The 
Socialists, he adds, should cease to fight 
against so-called militarism, as they 
should be convinced their advocacy of

Such an appeal, it is be- 
lieved here, would have been impossible 
in July, 1914.

The 
opinion prevatis in Milan, however, that 
they will first see what the Socialists 
of other countries concerned in the war 
decide to do.

‘TAKES TRENCH TO 
GET BINOCULARS 


Goes Back After Prized Field 
Glasses and Is Found “Cov- 
ering’ Row of Germans. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, June 19.—The story of a 
British Sub-Lieutenant who was 80 an- 
gered at the loss of a pair of fine field 
glasses that he charged a trench of Ger- 
mans, single-handed, and thereby earned 
the Victoria Cross, was told at London 
University in a lecture by Prof. J. H. 
Morgan, who has just returned from the 
front. 

“This Sub-Lieutenant,” said Prof. 
Morgan, “possessed a pair of binoculars 
of which he was very proud, and he used 
to bore everybody by talking about them. 
One day our men were driven back from 
their first trenches by a German attack, 
in which we lost heavily. They retired 
into the support trenches and the men 
were being mustered, when suddenly the 
young officer exclaimed, ‘My word.’ and 
started at a run back toward the 
trench occupied by the Germans. 

“He was given up for lost, but a Ser- 
geant who was very fond of him ran 
after him. After an interval the Ser- 
geant came back alone and reported to 
the company commander, ‘Sir, he has 
captured the trench.’ 

“The commander collected some: sup- 
ports and went up. When he got around 
the corner of the traverse he found the 
young officer, with a revolver in each 
hand, facing a row of Germans, who 
were holding up their hands, having laid 
down their rifles. 

“This is a very fine thing,’ said the 
commander to the youngster, ‘you will 
get the’ Victoria Cross for this; but it 
was a foolhardy, thing to do. What on 
carth did you do it for?’ 

“*Well,’ confessed the Sub-Lieutenant. 
‘I didn’t intend to recapture the trench. 
I merely went back to get my binocu- 
lars.’”’

Frank Creus Thought Midnight 
Callers Were Members of Gang 
He Was to Testify Against. 


CASE WAS SET FOR TODAY 
Policeman’s Son One of Defen- 
dants Accused of Steal- 
ing Auto. 


The strange combination of circum- 
stances which led to the shooting of 
Frank Creus in his home at 2340 Wash 
street, at 11:30 last night, by Detective 
Frank Bender, when Creus was. under 
subpena to appear in the Court of 
Criminal Correction as a State’s wit- 
ness today against Frank Yewell, son 
of a policeman, jointly charged with 
Carl Shelton, with having stolen an au- 
tomobile, is being investigated by the 
Police Department. 

Creus vas shot in the breast by Ben- 
der, and is in a serious condition at the 
city hogspita). Bender was also shot in 
the hand »Sy Creus. 

Creus said this morning that repeated 
threats against his life had been made 
recently by members of a gang of au- 
tomobile thieves, and that he had pi@e- 
pared to defend himself. He and his 
wife, Alice, were in bed asleep, when 
Bender and another detective named 
Robinson went to their home and 
knocked on the door. Creus said that 
he demanded to know who was there, 
and believing from the vague reply that 
it was members of the gang that had 
hreatened his life, he opened fire. Ben- 
der asserts that he told Creus who-he 
was. - 

Was Principal Witness. 

Creus, who was to have been the prin- 
cipal witness against Yewell and She)- 
ton today, recently was summoned as 
a witness in the trial of a companion 
of Earl Shelton in Fairfield, Ill. Before 
going away he went to police headquar- 
ters and showed his subpena, and as- 
sured the police that he would return 
for the trial.of Yewell and Carl Shel- 
ton.

Creus told the prosecuting authorities 
that he saw Yewell and Shelton get into 
Oliver M. Clifford's automobile in front 
of the Third National Bank Building 
last summer and drive away with it 
The automobile was found at Marion, 
Til., where it had been abandoned, and 
returned to the owner. The State was 
relying upon the testimony of Creus to 
convict Yewell and Shelten.

Bernstorff’s Envoy, in Article, 
Declares Majority of People 
Are Against Practice. 


BERLIN, June 30.—In an article on 

“Germary and America,’ published in 
Der Tas vesterday, Dr. Anton Meyer- 
Gerhard, who was sent from the United 
States tu Berlin, to explain the views 
of the United, States on the Lusitania 
case, declared that he was convinced 
that the majority of the American veo- 
ple were opposed to the sale of muni- 
tions of war to the European belliger- 
ents. He also declared that his experi- 
énces convinced him that Germany and 
the United States misunderstood each 
other. 
“It is true,” says Meyer-vwerhard in 
his article, “that the American press, 
with some laudable exceptions, especial- 
ly the German-American papers, have 
not succeeded in remaining neutral, bur 
the influence of the press upon public 
opinion is sometimes greatly overesti- 
mated. Doubtless large sections of the 
American people are friendly tow. rds 
Germany, whose efficient organization 
is daily winning new friends and arous- 
ing interest in things German. 

Found Sympathy for Germany. 
“One excellent effect of the war is 
upon German-Americans, who, without’ 
sacrifice of their loyalty to their adopt- 
ed country, have sl.own strong remeém- 
brance of their descent, their education 
and their culture. Beside them, on the 
other side of the océan, there are wide 
circles who sympathize with Germany.” 

Alluding to the discussion of thé am- 
munition question, Meyer-Gerhard says: 

“Germans often mistake large ammu- 
nition orders, for filled orders. To x» 
large extent such orders are changing 
big factories into ammunition worke. 
This is réegréttable but the writer i6 
convinced that large parts of the Ameri- 
can people uisapprove of It. A popular 
voté woull show a considerable m:- 
jority against the practice. Germars 
must discriminate between business men 
accepting orders and the great mags ot 
the American people. 

“Waqually there are Americans ./ho 
condemn violation of Belgium’s neutral- 


fity and the sinking of the Lusitania 


and are unable to understand the Ger- 
man idea of the real conditions, while 
Gérmans aré unable to understand how 
Americans could travel on an ammuni- 
tion ship. 

Found a Misunderstanding. 

“Both people are laboring under en- 
tirely different opinions. Both have 
liver hitherto in peace and friendship 
and should continue so to live. There is 
no real reason for antagonism existing 
between thérm.”’ 

In the course of his article, Meyer- 

Gerhard spoke of the causes which he 
said had weakened Germany's former 
friendly feeling toward America, citing 
them as what he alluded to as the lat- 
ter’s inclination towards England and 
munition sales in America. Germany, on 
the other hand, he said, was reproached 
with violating Belgian neutrality and 
dévoting itself to militariem in é6rder to 
conquer the whole world. The deaths of 
Ameéricans on the Lusitania had unfa- 
vorably affected American sentiment 
towards Germany, he added. 
Thé afternoon papers here give con- 
sidérable attention to the article. The 
Tageblatt ngly commends Dr. Meyer- 
Gerhard's éssions. The Kreuse 
Zeitung, in a”lengthy editorial, agrees 
with Dr. Meyer-Gerhard that the Amer- 
ican friendship is a valuable possession 
and expresses a willingness to have 
Germany do everything possible to main- 
taih it. Asserting, howéver, that Ger- 
tmhéeny is engaged in & war for existence, 
the paper asks what value to America 
could Gerthan friendship be after Ger- 
many’s political and economic existence 
was déistroyed. The Kréuse Zeitung 
continues: 

“Go Yong as Germany's existence is 
threatened, Germany cannot abandon 
any means at hands for hindering or ré- 
atricting shipments of munitions to her 
enemies.

“What the American Government and 
manufacturers of munitions do agaifist 
Germany is doné by America.

BE WAVERING r 
THE DARDANELLES 
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Six Thousand Killed in Recent 
French Advance, Athens 
Dispatch Says. 


PARBM, June ®.—A Havas Agency is- 
patch from Athens says that the ex- 
haastion of the Turks facing the French 
forces on thé Gallipoli Peningula is evi- 
dent and leads to the belief that the 
Turkish position at Krithia will soon be 
taken by assault. In a recent advance 
made by the French, it is added, Gw 
Turks were found dead in trenches on 
the front taken. 

“Recent fighting in the Dardanelles 
has resultad in an appreciable advance 
by the aities,” the dispatch declares. 
“The French troops under the inspiring 
leadership of Gen. Gouraud, commander 
of the French expeditionary force at 
the Dardanelles, are particularly dis- 
tinguishing themselves." 

The Turkish front doés not exceed 
three and cne-quarter miles, which ar- 
tillery sweeps continually, the Athens 
correspondent continues. The Turks 4ré 
meeting with growing difficulties in 
bringing u> réinforcements and supplies 
while thé allies have every facility for 
supplying their needs. 

It is reported from a réliable souréé, 
the correspondént adds, that man 
Officers fave left Jaffa in Palestiné 
and an iriportant port in a neutral state 
for Tripoli to lead the natives there 
against the Italians. The Turks, the 
correspondent reports, are said to have 
gained to their cause a Senusal chié?

Taken, British Statement Says. 
LONDON, June 30.—A British official

THAW’S. CASE NEARLY IN 


Witness Says Prisoner Spoke of 
‘White Killing as “Greatest 
Mistake of Life.” 


NEW YORK, June 30.—Dr. Charles K. 
Mills of Philadelphia, a witness in the 
jury trial to test the sanity of Harry 
K. Thaw, testified today that Thaw be- 
lieved his wife, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, 
wanted him kept in the Matteawan Asy- 
lum so that as an insane person he 
would be unable to make a will cutting 
her off from his fortune. 

The question, put by one of Thaw’s 
attopneys, was said to have been 
prompted by a published article quoting 
Mrs. Thaw as being fearful for the 
safety of her son if her husband should 
be released, Mrs. Thaw, who has been 
served with a subpena, is expected to 
reach here tomorrow and to testify as 
a witness for the State next week. 

‘Thaw told me,” Dr. Mills said, “that 
his wife had motives in wanting to keep 
him in Matteawan. He did not think 
she had anything against him person- 
ally or was apprehensive for her son, 
but thought she believed that as long as 
he. was.in Matteawan, he could not 
make a will cutting her off.’’ 

Thaw Said Killing Was “Mistake.” 

Depuciy Attorney-General Becker sub- 
mitted Dr. Mills to a rigid technical ex- 
amination on the manifestations of par- 
anoia. The witness refused to modify 
his opinion that various acts in Thaw’'s 
life which the State alleges were symp- 
tomatic of paranoia, were those of a 
sane man. Thaw, Dr. Mills said, had 
told him that he had- objected to an 
alleged scheme on the part of certain 
jhwyers and alienists prior to his first 
irial for-murder, to sead him to Mat 
teawan.in order to avoid publicity and 
protect Stanford White and others from 
the exposure of their alleged relations 
with young girls. 

‘Thaw wanted al] the facts brought 
out,” said the witness, “but that is not 
evidence that. he had paranolcal delu- 
rion in the matter.”

Oil Magnate Says He Holds 
Nashville Terminal Stock as 
Security for Investments. 


The deposition of H. Clay Pierce in the 
suit of the National Bank of Commerce 
to recover $1,500,000 worth of stock of the 
Nashville Terminal Co., or its equiva- 
lent, from Pierce, was read at the trial 
of the case in Circuit Judge Kinsey’s 
court yesterday. The defense objected 
to the deposition, but was overruled by 
the Court on the plea of the bank’s 
counsel that they believed the document 
contained admissions favorable to the 
plaintiff's side. 


The reading of the deposition took all 
afternoon, Attorneys George L. Edwards 
and Edward d’Arcy, for the bank, taking 
turns at it. Pierce sat in the jury chair 
and at times he seemed interested in his 
own deposition and at other times 
nodded 

Pierce deposed that the Bank of Com- 
merce, in 1901, organized a syndicate 
capitalized at $400,000 to handle the Ten- 
nessee Central Railroad affairs and to 
protect a loan of $400,000. He said that 
the late J. C. Van Blarcom and the late 
W. H. Thompson, the former vice pres- 
ident and the latter president of the 
Bank of Commerce at the time, each 
subscribed for $50,000 of stock in the syn- 
dicate. Pierce said that since the deaths 
of Van Blarcom and Thompson he per- 
sonally has carried the financial bur- 
dens of the Tennessee Central, now in 
the hands of a receiver, and has ad- 
vanced more than $4,000,000 cash to fi- 
nance the road. The stock for which 
he is being sued he rightfully holds as 
security for some of his Tennessee in- 
vestments, he contended. 

Bank’s Version of Deal. 

The bank alleges that the terminal 
stock was deposited with it as additional 
collateral to secure notes of about $700,- 
(00 made by the Tennessee Construction 
®.. which built the Tennessee Central. 
When Van Blarcom succeeded Thomp- 
son as president of the bank, some time 
in 1905, the stock. got away from the 
bank and it turned up in Pierce’s pos- 
session, it is alleged. 

A letter dated April 5, 1911, addressed 
to B. F. Edwards, who at the time was 
president of the Bank of Commerce, sets 
forth the reasons why Pierce would not 
surrender the stock, as Edwards, in a 
communication to Pierce, had demand- 
ed. The letter is signed by Pierce’s at- 
torney, Samuel W. Fordyce Jr., and is

Charles Cummings Collins, an attor-

They were arraigned 
before George Oliver, United States 
Commissioner. 

Caraveo’s bond ‘was fixed at $5000 and 
$4000 each fixed for the Alderete broth- 
ers: This makes a total of six arrests 
on similar charges since Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta was taken from a train at New- 
man, N. M., last Sunday, and brought to 
El Paso, with Gen. Pascual Orozco, by 
United States officials. Yesterday Jose 
Zozaya was taken into custody. Zozaya 
is owner of a large warehouse, where 
officials recently found a quantity of 
machine guns, rifles and ammunition. 

Gen. Caraveo is know to have been in 
conference with Huerta yesterday. He 
was one of Orozco’s chief officers in the 
latter's revolt against the late Francisco 
Madero. The Alderte brothers are resi- 
dents of El Paso and two of the bonds- 
men who furnished surety Sunday for 
Huerta and Orozco. 

Investigation continued today 
reported discovery of additional muni- 
tions of war, supposed to have some 
connection with the alleged Huerta revo- 
lutionary plan.

GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE 
ARRESTS AT SLATON HOME 


ATLANTA, Ga.,:' June 30.—In charging 
the Fulton County grand jury to investi- 
gate the case of the 26 men arrested last 
week by mniilitiamen in the viteinity of 
former Gov. Slaton’s subufban home, 
Judge Hill.of the Superior Court today 
declared cH b violence sounds the 
retreat of free nie vernment and constitu- 
tional rights. He said it was a sad day 
for the history of Georgia if mob law 
existed. 

Judge Hill charge the grand jury to 
present indictments of riot if it found 
that two or more had assembled to com- 
mit an unlawful act*’against the Govern- 
nor or his property. if it were found 
that two or more went on the Govern- 
or’s premises, the Judge said, that 
would be trespass. 

“The people of this county have had 
much to bear in the last two years,”’ 
said Judge Hill, “much to arouse their 
indignation and resentment. They have 
had fake and mountebank detectives 
imported and efforts made to impeach 
the verdict of a jury by perjury. Our 
courts nave been caricatured by papers 
outside the ty In Georgia very few 
journals have Yraised their voice.in de- 
fense of the courts. With one or two 
notable ex-eptions the press of Georgia 
has remained silent.”’ 
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The letter recites that the Nashville

Because of this and other obliga- 
tions the terminal stock ultimately 
came into possession of Pierce as 
security, the attorney said. It was 
forwarded to New York by Van Blar- 
com in response to a telegram from 
former United States Senator Joseph 
W. Bailey of Texas, who was Pierce's 
representative in the. matter. 

According to Fordyce's letter, the 
bank was amply secured on its loan 
by a deposit of bonds. The bank at 
first did not make the claim it was 
entitled to the stock as a matter of 
right, he said.

“reet Prisoners—Meals Will 
Be Taken to Them. 


All the comforts of home were re- 
vealed to city prisoners today 
as they were transferred from the 
old jail at the historic Four Courts 
Building to the handsome new jail at 
the rear of the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing, which has been decked with palms, 
rubber plants and ferns for the recep- 
tion of its charter guests. Twenty-five 
were taken there today and the other 
1 will be transferred in like number 
each day. 

Before any prisoner was allowed to 
enter the polished white tile interior of 
his new home, his clothing was subject- 
ed to a fumigating process and he was 
finde physically clean by a liberal appli- 
cation of soap and hot water. It is the 
aim of Director of Public Welfare Tol- 
kacz to keep the new jail as clean and 
attractive as an up-to-date hotel. 

Andrew Scully, former Superintendent 
ef the workhouse, inspected the jail 
yesterday, and said if the city put an 
electric fan and a telephone in each cell 
it could rent them for $2 a day. 

Ne “Judas Hole.” 

_ eae privacy for the prisoner is pro- 
vided, Scully found, which is against 
the approved methods in other similar 
municipal hosteries. There is no “Judas 
hole’ in the rear of each cell from 
which lurking guards can observe plot- 
ting prisoners undetected, as Scully 
thinks there ought to be. 
~Each cell is equipped with running 
water and a sanitary drinking fountain, 
and at the end of each tier a shower 
Lath is provided. The cells are elec- 
irically I‘'ghted and all have outside ex- 
posure instead of facing a “bull ring’’ 
inside the building, as in the old jail. 

Meals Served at Cella. 

Prisoners will not have to “watch 
your step” three times a day as they 
parade to the dining room. Their meals 
will be brought to them and served on 
tables placed before each cell. In mild 
weather the outside windows may >e 
opened. ‘ 

The cells are so grouped that a prom- 
enade surrounds each cluster of 20, 
and the inmates of each group will be 
at liberty to use this except when locked 
in for the night. 

It will be gratifying news to the guests 
»to learn that there is no dark cell in 
which “thé frdttious prisoner may cool 
his heels for days 2nd nights in abso- 
lute blackness. 

Problem for the Jailer 

‘The Jailer will be confronted * with the 
hecessity of inventing new methods of 
curbing unruly prisoners. It is expected 
that the prisoners will be punished by 
Deing denied the privilege of receiving 
visitors or food baskets sent by their 
friends. 

The basement of the jail is devoted to 
/ storerooms and a kitchen, in which will 
he prepared the food for the prisoners, 
guards and the Jailer’s family. The jail 
fis connected’ with the Municipal Courts 
Building by an underground passage 
through which prisoners will be con- 
ducted to their trials, and through 
which those who are convicted will be 
led back to cells.

Q TEACH COOKING 
BY MAIL DROPPED 


Thousands of Women Bought 
\ Stock in New Scranton Cor- 
respondence Project. 


SCRANTON, Pa., June 30.—Investiga- 
tion of the International Text Book Co., 
the corporation conducting the Interna- 
tional Correspondence Schools, and cor- 
porations affiliated with it, of* which 
Thomas J. Foster, president of the 
schools and their founder, is an. officer 
or director or both, disclose the exist- 
ence of un almost endless chain of «or- 
porations; pyramided and capitalized 
until the total. of bonds and stocks is- 
sued almost reaches the $100,000,000 mark. 

Foster ond his associates, with the 
help of an efficient corps of stock and 
bond salesme!., using the enormous list 
of the schools’ students. scattered 
throughout the United States: and other 
countries, have obtained probably $50,- 
000,000 in cash by promises of big divi- 
dends. 

None of these corporations is now 
paying cash dividends or interests on its 
bonds, yet until a few days ago Foster 
was seeking to float a $20,000,000 corpor- 
ation which was to teach women by 
correspor:dence how to sew and cook. 
The financial crisis in his International 
Text Book Co. has compelled Foster to 
abandon this scheme, which he had 
called the Education Corporation Gen- 
eral. 

Foster Now in Quandary. 

Foster is inta quandary as to what 
to do about the education corporation 
general stock he has already sold. Thou- 
sands of women have been canvassed to 
purchase this stock, and many of them 
have done so,encouraged by the prospect 
of 8 per cent dividends on their pre- 
ferred and possibilities of large divi- 
dendsS on common, which they were 
given as a bonus. 

The Education Corporation General 
was to have its headquarters in New 
York City and finance the ‘‘Foster Insti- 
tute of Domestic Arts and Sciences,” 
which was to be located in a 12-story 
building to be erected at Fortieth street 
and Madison avenue, where two large 
brownstone houses now stand. 

The text-book company, through Fos- 
ter, has obligated itself to guarantee 
the payment of the rent on this building, 
about $50,000 a year, during the term of 
the 21-year lease. Negotiations to enable 
the text-book company to withdraw 
trom the contract will now be made, 
according to the Scranton bankers who 
are in charge of the text-book finances. 

Thousands of letters written on Fos- 
ter’s personal stationery have been sent 
throughout the country to prospective 
investors in the Education Corpcration 
Ger.eral and former students of the In- 
ternational Correspondent Schools. 
part the letter said: 

“Perhaps you do not know that the 
international Text Book Co., which 
vwns the schools, is also one of this 
country’s most successful business en- 
terprise. In 23 years it has paid to stock- 
holders cash dividends of over $7,675,000 
and stock dividends of $1,875,000, mak- 
ing total cash and stock dividends of 
more than $9,550,000. 

“The fleld for the sale of domesttc 
science courses is so great that there 
is every reason to believe the stock of 
the Education Corporation General will 
be just as profitable an investment as 
International Text Book stock has 
been.”” 

Great Mail Order House Planned. 

The domestic science courses and 
textbooks incidental to it were to teach 
such varied things by correspondence 
as sewing, millinery, marketing, cook- 
ing, table etiquette, table decoration, 
laundering, home nursing, bacteriology, 
gardening, sanitation and the ‘‘nutri- 
tive value of foods.’’ 

Then Foster planned to add to all this 
a great mail order store where women 
could buy, by correspondence, every- 
thing they needed, either for. their 
studies or for their household arts, from 
a sewing machine to a saucepan, from 
a dress form to a yard stick. 

One of the men who has helped the 
text-book company out of its present 
difficulties said: 

“Until they boosted the capitalization 
of Text Book from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000 
und then to §8,000,000 and then again tu 
$10,000,000, that property, the schools, 
was a wonderful money maker. It 
earned and paid 10 per cent on a capital- 
ization of $4,000,000 a few years ago, but 
it was impossible to earn 10 per cent on 
$8,000,000 or $10,000,000, for in recent years 
the company has not been making that 
much clear profit. Yet the dividends 
were paid until last April.”’ 


Corporation Embraced the World. 
More than $18,000,000 of the common 


and preferred stock of the International 
Educational Publishing Co.. authorized 
capital $20,000,000, had been issued up to 
Jan. 1, 1915. This company was organ- 
ized by Foster to sell correspondence 
education in Europe, Asia, Africa, Aus- 
tralasia,. South and Central America, 
Mexico and. Canada, and in some of 
these countriés schools have been 
opened. 

This company has paid no cash divi- 
dénds since October last. The preferred 
sto was sold by Foster at $55 and 
over, par value $50. Its present value 
is quoted at $8, while the common stock 
floated at par §50 has merely a nominal 
value today in the local brokerage of- 
fices. 

Other «companies floated by Foster and 
his associntes are the Lackawanna oa} 
and Lumber Co., to operate some coal 
mining properties in West Virginia, $12, - 
000,000 In bonds sold, the Paint Creek 
Colleries Co., now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and the Coal Lands Sécurities 
Co., $19,000,000. stock sold.

HALF CLAD: ARISTOCRATS SEW 
ON BUTTONS IN CAMP IN FRANCE 


“Observer” Says Friends of Hener- 
| able Artillery Company Men Would 

Finé It Hard te Recognize Them. 
LONDON, June 30.—The Honorable Ar- 
tillery company of London, shich is 
one of the oldest and most aristocratic 
military organizations in existence, now 
has in the field an organization which 
{ncludes hundreds of members of the 
wealthiest and most aristocratic families 
in England. They have proved their 
merit on countless eccasions since they 
went to France early in the war. 
An observer at British headquarters 
sends the following account of a visit 
to the “H. A. C.” on a day when they 
were resting tn the reserve lines. 
“Beyond the last farmhouse,”” he 
writes, “I came upon a field about the 
size of Madison Square: in New York, 
filled with precise rows of bareheaded, 
half dressed soldiers, sitting on tnetr 
blankets like Mohammedana.,

Schooner Forced Into U. S. Port After Vainly 
Attempting to Transfer Cargo and Narrow- 
ily Escaping Capture by Mexicans. 


HOQUIAM, Wash., June 9%.—Laden 
with a cargo of 4000 old-style Springfield 
rifles and 1,000,000 cartridges loaded with 
aqumdum bullets, according to the vap- 
tain, the three-masted schooner Annie 
Loreen arrived at Hoquiam yesterday 
short of both provisions and water. Im- 
mediately on her arrival she was seized 
by R. L. Sebastian, Deputy Collector, 
and is in charge of depiities, until word 
is received from the Customs Collector 
at Seattle as to what is to be done with 
her.

At Acapulco the Carranzo troops at- 
tempted to confiscate the vessel and her 
cargo and the Captain was only able 
to clear through the assistance of the 
Captain of the United States cruiséh 
Yorktown, which was in port. 

From Acapulco the Larsen attempted 
to réturn to Socoro, but head winds in- 
terfered snd her supplies again running 
short the captain headed for Gray’s har- 
bor, Wash., the most convenient point 
n account of the trade winds. 


Cargo Valued at 000. 
The Larsen’s carg6 from Kansas City 


was shipped to New York City; from 
there by steamer to Galveston and then 
by rail to San Diego and transferred to 
the Larson. The cargo is valued at $369,- 
000 and consists of rifles, cartridges and 
belts. 

While at Socoro, running short of pro- 
visions, the capfain and crew went 
ashore to hunt goats. The captain then, 
he said, discovered that the cartridges 
were loaded with dum-dum bullets,

RESIDENTS FLEE 
AS MONTENEGRINS 
ULGUPY SCUTAR 


All Classes, With City Officials, 
Preceded by Flags and Bands, 
March Out of City. 


PARIS, June 30.—Describing the occu- 
pation of Scutari, Albania, by Monte- 
negrin troops, the Rome correspondent 
of the Havas Agency says: 

‘‘Mussulmans, Catholics, members ‘of 
the orthodox faith, the civil authorities, 
members of the Government, the police 
force, the schools: and the population, 
preceded by flags and bands, marched 
mut of the city. At noon came the tri- 
umphal entry of the Montenegrins, pre- 
ceded by an advance guard. Following 
the advance guard were priests in their 
ceremonial robes, carrying the cross and 
religious standards; then came the main 
Montenegrin army, led by Gen. Vecho- 
vitch and the Montenegrin Consul, and 
bands of irregular Albanians followed. 

“The Austrian Consul lowered the flag 
and placed the consulate in the care of 
the Greek Consul. 

“The general staff of the troops oc- 
cupying Scutari have taken charge of 
the administration of the city, declar- 
ing that citizens must henceforth con- 
sider themselves of Montenegro and be 
judged according to Montenegrin law. 
and that disturbers of the new regime 
will be punished by martial law. 

Gen. Vechovitch addressed the foreign 
consulates, announcing that he was tak- 
ing possession of the city in the name 
of King Nicholas. Patrols guard the 
consulates and public buildings. 


Scutari was an object of contention 
between Montenegro and the great 
Powers during the Balkan War. The 
Montenegrin forces, on April 23, 1915,

Prior to this, the Powers had decided 
to yes Scutari in the future State 
of Albaria, and had offered compensa- 
tion to King Nicholas in money and 
land on condition that he give up Scu- 
tarl. The Montenegrin King announced 
that he would hold Scutari against the 
Powers and, as a result, the interna- . 
tional naval blockade of the Montene- 
grin coast was extended. 

Eventually, on further demand of the 
Powers, King Nicholas decided .to evac- 
uate Scutari, which was occupied by an 
international force, May 14, 1913. 

A recent official note issued by the 
Montenegrin Government explained that 
strategic and political reasons impelled 
the Montenegrin descent on Albania and 
gave as an additional reason that other 
Powers had already occupieu portions 
of Albania.

U.S SUBMARINE 
H-3 ASHORE OFF 
CALIFORNIA COAST 


Vessel in No Danger Reports Say 


—Probably Will Be Floated 
Today. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 30.—United 
States submarine H3 avent ashore late 
last night five miles south of Point 
Sur, 120 miles from San Francisco, ac- 


cording to radio dispatches received 
early today by Capt. F. M. Bennett, 
Commandant at Mare Island Navy 
Yard, 

No information as to the cause of the 
accident was contained in the message, 
but it was stated @hat the diver was in 


a leak. The H3 left San Diego in com- 
pany with submarine ‘Hil and H2, con 
voyed by the monitor Cheyenne, and 
Was proceeding to San Francisco to 
Pparticjpate in a Fourth of July pro- 
gram at the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion. 

Karly in the evening the H3 outdis- 
tanced the other vessels and when she 
went ashore was 55 miles north of them. 

The port navy officials here communi- 
cated with the Cheyenne by radio and 
informed her officers of the plight of 
the under-sea craft. 

Radiograms: received later from the 
steamer Arizonian, bound from New 
York to San Francisco, said that vessel 
was standing by the stranded subma- 
rine and that it probably would be pos- 
sible to float her today. 

The H3 is comamnded by Lieut. W. F. 
Newton. 

The H3 was driven from her course by 
a stiff wind and struck the rocks at 
Point Sur, 120 miles south of San Fran- 
cisco. 

A midnight message received from 
Lieut. W. F. Newton, commander of the 
H3, gave the information that no one 
on board had been injured and that the 
craft had not sprung a leak. 

The United States revenue cutter Mc- 
Culloch, ordered to rush to the scene 
shortly before midnight, is reported to 
have received a m@§sage several hours 
ater that her assist@hice was not needed. 

The steamer Arizonian, reporfed stand- 
ing by last night, arrived here early 
today.

Thus, within a few 
days I have conversed ‘briefly with the 
Prime Minister, M. Viviani; the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, M. Delcasse; 
the heads of the army and the navy; 
several of the most prominent members 
of the Chamber of Deputies; that vet- 
eran chieftain of the Senate, Felix Jules 
Meline, former Premier and perhaps 
the ablest economist in France, and 
many lesser authorities in the Foreign 
Office, War Office and Ministry of the 
Interior. 

As the result of these céutvernations 
it is possible to state that the French- 
men who are running their country 
desire most earnestly the support of 
the United States against Germany, and 
feel furthermore that they are entitled 
to such support. 

Desires Moral Sympathy. 

One gains the distinct impression 
that France has been the most silent 
of all the belligerents, so far as prop- 
aganda in America is concerned, be- 
cause she believes it quite unneces- 
sary to convince Americans of the 
justice of her cause. Yet it is the 
moral far more than the material sym- 
pathy of her sister republic that France 
desires. 

Frenchmen are very little interested 
in what the United States, if she joined 
the allies, could do in the fleld or on 
the sea, but they are very gesirous 
of seeing the American Government put 
the offical seal of disapproval upon all 
the activities of the Kaiser and his 
countrymen. 

That is why, when the Lusitania 
was sunk, the horror aroused in Paris 
was mingled with a ing almost 
akin to satisfaction. Not that French 
failed to sympathize to the lest ex- 
tent with the innocent victims of the 
crime. But after the first flood of pity 
for them and fury at their murderers 
had swept over the Parisian, French 
intentness began to examine the tragedy 
in its relation to the immediate business 
on hand.

NEW YORK, June 30.—A remarkable 
exhibition ‘n court of clairvoyant powers 
caused Judge Rosalsky of General Ses- 
sions yesterday to order the discharge 
of Bert Reese, 74 years old, who on 
Feb. 26 had been convicted by Mazgis- 
trate Baricw as a fortune teller.

“This man is not a fortune teller, Dut 
a scientist, and I offer him as an ex- 
hibit,”’ sai] Reese’s counsel, Bernary, H.

Judge Rosalsky selected two news- 
paper men to assist in the experiment. 
Under Reese's direction they went into 
another rocm and there wrote on six 
slips of paper. Three slips were backs of 
court envelopes and three were torn 
from the bottom of a letter one reporter 
had in his pocket. 

The repcrters wrote the maiden names 
of their irothers, which, so far as they 
knew, were known to no one else in the 
building. In addition, they scribbed two 
questions each. AsSthe slips were final- 
ly arranged they read as follows: 

“Electa Winans,” “Emma _ § Drew,’’ 
“Where did I do my first newspaper 
work?” “How old is Henry C. Terry?’ 
“What is the covering on this floor?’’ 
and “Is Charles Becker guilty? 

“Becker Not Heally Gullty.”

er, but no more imposing than his col- 
league’s at ‘‘the War’’—as they speak 
of that department in Paris—and M. 
Augagneur himself is a bigger man 
physically than M. Millerand. His hair 
is whiter, too, and his mustache long- 
er, and he has a bluff, seaworthy air 
extremely appropriate in a Minister of 
Marine. One is surprised to learn that 
he is by no means a seafaring man, 
naving been a lawyer and a politician 
as was his associate of “‘the War.”’ Both 
men are a few years over 8=0 and both 
typify the French bourgeoisie. 

The Gallic brand of patriotism which 
one encounters everywhere in Paris, is 
very different to that which Germans 
of all classes praciaim so proudly. 
The French for instance, point with 
disgust to the German motto ‘‘Deutsch- 
land uber allies’ and tell you how 
much more dignified and simple is 
their watchword: “Vive la France!"’ 
In every action the French disclose how 
much their country means to them, but 
even in this trying time one never 
hears a Frenchman argue the superi- 
erity of France over other nations. 


France’s Loathing for Germany. 
‘In talking with persons of many 


classes I have found that the thing 
upon which the Government and the 
people of France are most at one is 
the bitterness of the feeling toward Ger- 
many. That feeling is more than hatred; 
it is loathing. 

When one realizes how deep this 
feeling runs one marvels that there 
should be any German prisoners taken, 
and still more that the Germans them- 
selves should believe that the French 
are almost on the point of being their 
friends. To make a Frenchman credit 
this belief of their enemy is quite im- 
possible. 

Yet there is very little talking in 
France of what is to be done to Ger- 
many after the allies win—a foregone 
conclusion among every element here. 
To discuss that would be to enter the 
realm of academics, and ther is noth- 
ing academic about the French people 
just now.

~ WORK IN CHICAGO 


General Shut Down of Building 
Interest to Result From Strike 
of 16,000 Carpenters. 


CHICAGO, June 30.—A general shut- 
down of all allied building conétruction 
and material interests will‘go into full 
effect tomorrow, it was announced to- 
day. All plants wil remain closed ‘until’ 
a complete settlement is reached with 
organized labor in the building industry. 
The order to shut down will throw out 
of employment more than 200,000 men, 


according to careful estimate. Several 
thousand teamsters engaged in hauling 
material, the building trades craft now 
at work and the employes of all allied 
industries will be out of work. 

The material industries to close and 
the number of establishments are: 
Lumber interests, 70 yards; brick 
manufacturers, 44 yards; lime kiln com- 
panies, 24; sand, stone and gravel inter- 
ests, 15 establishments; sash, door and 
blind mills, 48; planing mills, 10; terra 
cotta companies, 2; elevator operating 
companies, 3; hardwood floor manufac- 
turers, 5. 

The general shutdown is intended to 
force the 16,000 striking carpenters, who 
have been out since May 1, to agree to 
a settlement by arbitration. The car- 
penters went out because they were re- 
fused a wage increase of from 65 to 70 
cents per hour.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


A Plea for the Special Teachers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The readers of our daily papers are constantly 
being brought in touch with the public schools, 
for they are to all of us, practically neighborhood 
institutions. We meet, through the various forms 
of association: Patrons’ alliances, parents’ club 
and the like, with the principals and teachers, 
and we learn to know them and to appreciate the 
great work they are doing for the children. 

But there is another class of public schools 
which, for obvious reasons, has no patrons’ asso- 
ciations; its teachers are known only to an ¢xX- 
céedingly limited number, for there is no inclina- 
tion on the part of a parent to refer to the fact 
that his child is a student in a special school. 

The special schools of St. Louis stand foremost 
fin the country in providing a homelike atmos- 
phere. The work that is done in them haz been a 
criterion to other cities. The children sent to the 
epecial schools are those whose mental or physi- 


“eal afflictions make it impossible for them to do 


the work in the regular schools. They are taught 
reading, writing, arithmetic, woodwork, basketry, 
chair-caning, bead work, rug weaving, sewing, 
crocheting, knitting, darning, gardening and forme 
of household arts. They are given special work in 
physical training with the idea of improving 
their general health and muscular control. One 
has but to visit a special school to be impressed 
with the noble work that is being done there by 
the teachers. They succeed where other teachers, 
and even parents, have failed. 

The patience, perseverance and skill shown by 
these teachers is the key to their success. 

The community shotlé recognize the importance 
of this work to society, and take a deeper interest 
in the women who are giving up the comparative- 
ly easy, and always pleasant task of teaching nor- 
mal children, for the sake of benefiting these un- 
fcrtunates. 

It is surprising that the members of the School 
Board since the organization of special schools 
about eight years ago, have not looked deeply 
enough into the work to realize that the teachers 
of subnormal children are insufficiently paid. 
They receive only $100 a year more than regular 
teachers—and this is not enough to pay them for 
the special preparation in the unusual lines of 
work—much less for the expenditure of nervous 
energy, ingenuity of methods, application of ex- 
perience, and the peculiar fitness for reaching 
each mental and physical defective. 

There are some 30 teachers engaged in teaching 
in the special schools. They appealed to the 
Board of Education for an increase in their bonus 


per from $100 to $200 per annum. This re- 


t, if complied with, would increase the sched- 
or tachers’ salaries just $3000 per year. 

enh one who cares to examines into this prob- 
lem of teaching and developing the svbnormal 
chila’s mind, it will soon be learned that the de- 
gree of subnormality of mind differs in every 
child and initiative is seldom shown, thus each 
pupil becomes a distinct problem which the teach- 
er must solve to obtain satisfactory results. The 
many difficulties of teaching subnormals demands 
@ sort of devotion and constancy of attertion, re- 
scurcefulness, versatility, patience under repeated 
disappointments, self-abnegation and _ sacrifice 
that, taken altogether, is most inadequately com- 
pensated by the present bonus of $100 a year more 
than the salary paid to first assistants, teaching 
normal children. 

I do most earnestly hope that this letter may 
meet the eyes of the members of the Schoo! Board, 
and that at least some of them, will take it upon 
themselves to look into this special branch of the 
system, when I am sure, they will agr’») «ith me, 
that for the self-sacrificing work of these young 
women, the request they make is most reasonable 
and just.

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MONTENEGRO AGAIN HOLDS SCUTARI. 

Scutari, located near the lake of the same name, 
16 miles up the Boyana River from the Adri- 
atic, has again been captured by the Montenegrins, 
two years and two months after they had been 


|foreced to surrender the advantage of its oe 


mer capture. 

How repulsive Austrian selfishness denied this 
heroic little people the hard-won results of the 
former victory forms one of the blackest pages 
of international intrigue and by exhausting the 
patience of the other Powers helped to bring 
ou the present conflict. 

It was Montenegro that began the Balkan War 
on Oct. 8, 1912. Her small army at once besieged 
Scutari. From Dec. 3 to Feb. 3 the other Balkan 
allies observed an armistice while terms of peace 
with Turkey were discussed unsuccessfully, but 
King Nicholas’ hardy troops refused Scutari 
any respite. March 27 the great Powers, willing 
to go to almost any lengths to satisfy Austria 
and kéep the war from spreading to the rest 
of Europe, ordered Montenegro to abandon the 
attacks. 

A small Servian force assisting in the siege 
obeyed. King Nicholas’ reply was a furious bom- 
bardment of Scutari defenses on Tarabosch Moun- 
tain. The angered Powers sent a joint naval 
squadron to Antivari April 4. The Montenegrin 
bombardment did not slacken, A joint blockade 
of the coast was begun and Austria prepared to 
send an army to raise the siege. Nicholas, ruler 
of 250,000 people, defied all the Powers, individ- 
vally and collectively, and kept smashing away..; 
On April 23 Essad Pasha had to give up and the 
Montenegrin army marched into Scutari in tri- 
umph. 

After all, Austria prevailed. An occupancy of 12 
days was the only reward of incredible sacrifices. 
Never again can Austria exercise the arrogant 
coercion on Europe that compelled King Nich- 
olas to march out on May 4, 1912. Scutari belongs 
now to Montenegro permanently. 
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y $2000 WORTH OF WET FEET.

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GARY SYSTEM OF EDUCATION. 
After having tested the so-called “Gary” system 
of education during-the greater part of the past 
year, New York City is preparing to make a 
$1,416,226 investment for its continuance. 
Two new school buildings especially designed 
for the system will be erected in Harlem at a 
cost of $1,000,000, and the remainder of the total 
will be spent in remodeling 10 or 12 old build- 
ings in that northern section of the city to adapt 
them to the new methods. 
The “Gary” system, which the former Superin- 
tendent of Schools in the: Indiana ste2] town is 
ivtroducing in New York under a special engage- 
ment with the Coard of Education, emphasizes 
yocational training. Its routine and methods of 
instruction differ from those at present in vogue. 
Ite great feature, appealing to educational au- 
thorities and taxpayers, is easily grasped by the 
tyro in pedagogy. It permits the same number 
of schoolhouses to accommodate practically twice 
as many children as they accommodate under 
the existing system. Naturally this is a matter 
of great importance in a town in which, as in New 
York, 35,000 children were part-time pupils only 
last year on account of the lack of housing fa- 
cilities. 
To the average taxpaying inquirer, an advan- 
tage which reduces by one-half the great annual 
cost for new construction is sufficient to com- 
mend the system without further investigation. 
But the system has other advantages, the prac- 
tical basis on which it places manual training be- 
ing one of them. It divides the pupils in a school 
building into two great groups. While one group 
is pursuing the ordinary study branches the 
other is occupied in workshops, gymnasiums and 
rilaboratories. It is this distinctive feature of the 
plan which enables the existing type of buildings 
with comparatively inexpensive alterations to 
double the number of pupils cared for. One ef-

“Teach the children hoy to live and how. to 
earn a living,” is the slogan of the Gary idea. Re- 
sults in our cosmopolitan cities show that youth 
brought up under the old system know little. 
about how to live and less about how to make a 
living. Is it any wonder that the new system is 
making a hit, especially as its workings, while 
imposing perhaps some additional cost for teach- 
ers, actually lessens the great item for sites and 
new buildings? 
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MR. BARKER’S FANTASTIC SUIT. 

Attorney-General Barker’s theory that he is the 
official guardian, not only of the legal interests 
of the State of Missouri, but of all individual 
residents of the State, was sadly crumpled on 
examination by the Supreme Court.

After collect- 
ing the sum he purposed paying off such personal 
claims as could be established and then to cover 
all the rest, $22,000,000 or $23,000,000, into the 
State treasury as an object lesson to. Missourians 
on what an alert and resourceful sreaaen tatoat 
eral they have. 

But for the crimp which the Justices, with but 
one dissenting vote, put in this fantastic legal 
plan, the business of the Attorney-General’s of- 
fice might have indefinite expansion. If.an in- 
dividual suit based on a claim for excess fare 
could be conducted by that official, what suit 
hased on other claims for damages would he be 
debarred from prosecuting? The next incumbent 
of the office might impose on the State the ex- 
pense of prosecuting the multitude of suits for 
personal injuries against utility corporations. 

The 2-cent law, passed in Gov: Folk’s time, has 
since had its part in elevating two Attorney-Gen- 
erals to the Governor’s chair. Mr. Barker is un- 
fortunate in that his hopeful effort to make cap- 
ital from it came after its political possibilities 
were pretty well played out. : 
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PUBLIC SCHOOL USES. 

It is gratifying to learn from President Mauch 
of the Board of Education that no action has 
been taken with regard to restricting the use 
of public school buildings by the public. The 
school buildings have served an excellent pur- 
pose in supplying convenient accommodations 
for neighborhood associations and for lectures 
and wholesome entertainments. . They are en- 
larging the scope of public education. 

Even more valuable as an essential part of 
educational work are the summer schools which 
have been greatly restricted on the ground of 
economy. Closing the summer schools was a 
decided step backward. The board should apply 
economy to a less needful form of school work 
and reopen the summer schools. The success 
and usefulness of many struggling boys and girls 
will be promoted thereby.

July gets its name from Julius Caesar, whose name 
is called the greatest in history. He first attracted 
attention by refusing to marry an heiress. After 
that his rise was rapid. He is described as a red- 
headed .man looking about as Mr. Redfield, our 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, would look after 
a fire. He was of noble birth, but had democratic 
streaks in him like Mr. Roosevelt. He was always 
a member of what the Romans called the popular, 
or as we would say, the Democratic, party. He first 
tried politics, but when he saw how much easier a 
successful general went to the top, he took up war. 

But happy in war though he was, Caesar was never 
quite happy in office. He always had trouble in 
his cabinet, and along toward the last the situation 
became a political scandal. Brutus, who was his 
Secretary of State, complained that Caesar, who was 
literary and left his own commentaries upon his 
wars, was writing all the diplomatic notes and com- 
pelling Brutus to sign them. Brutus was himself 
an orator, editor and chautauqua lecturer. He had 
no mean command of letters himself, and felt fully 
capable of writing anything to which he ought to 
sign his name. While admitting the purity of 
Caesar’s Latin, he still esteemed his own, and when 
it came to expressing the finer shades of meaning 
and emphasis he liked his own a little better. Brutus 
moreover held it to be beneath his dignity as a great 
man and the virtual head of his party to subscribe 
his name to anything but his own stuff, and such 
eminent men of letters as Casca upheld him in that 
assertion of his professional right. Caesar refused 
to take these representations seriously. He went on 
writing notes and requiring Brutus to sign them. 
Brutus tried to restrain himself, but when he con- 
sidered that the particular phrases and forms in 
which he always expressed himself were probably 
losing thoir vogue:and could not be revived, he be- 
came desperate. Finally Caesar brought in a par- 
ticularly important note to the Aquitanians which 
Brutus thought he should have written himself, and 
he resigned. Caesar accepted the resignation, and 
about an hour later, when he went out for lunch,

Pompey and assassinated -him. - Thus - died: Caesar, 
whose name is perpetuated in the calendar, and 
whose month gives us some notion of the hot time 
he had in the short while he lived.
